ZETTLE GIVES 
SPRAY ADVICE 
FOR CHERRIES 


Frank Zettle, county agent, has 
advised sour cherry growers by 
Metter in Adams County on pre­ 
harvesting spray to control fruit 
rots and leaf spot. 
He said in his letter that brown 
rot and bitter rot will become in­ 
creasingly severe problems as the 
| fruits become over-ripe in late har­ 
vested blocks. Most of the late 
August and Septem ber leaf spot 
igot its big start in overlong in- 
| tervals between sprays in pro­ 
longed harvest*, he wrote. 
Zettle said the tim e to apply the 
j spray is 12 to 14 days after the 
late application. If the harvest con­ 
tinues more than 12 days after this 
application, the farm er should re­ 
peat on the unharvested blocks, he 
added. 
For every IOO gallons of spray, 
the agent wrote, the grower should 
use two pounds of captan 50 per 
cent WF for a dilution and six 
pounds to get a concentrate. This 
spray should be used where cher­ 
ries will be harvested within seven 
days. For cherries not harvested 
in this period, the grower may 
use either the alx n e formula or 
a mixture of ferbam «*6 per cent 
WF and sulphur 70 per cent past.

Kramer has not been invited to 
Wednesday’s meeting in Paris of 
the International Tennis Federa­ 
tion, which will make the big de­ 
cision on whether Wimbledon and 
other international tournaments 
will be thrown open to profession­ 
als and “authorized,” expense- 
paid amateurs. 
Traditions Must Stay 
“But FII be around,” he said.

“During the Wimbledon tourna­ 
ment I talked a lot with Herman 
David, chairman of the All-Eng­ 
land Club. We agreed on one 
thing—that whether professionals 
play or not, the traditions of Wim­ 
bledon and what it stands for 
must remain untouched.”

Holiday Weekend Accidents

Six children drowned and 14 per­ 
sons were killed in traffic acci­ 
dents in Pennsylvania over the 
long July 4th weekend, pushing the 
state’s death toll to 22, one of the 
largest in the nation. 
It was the second highest num­ 
ber of drownings for a weekend 
this year, reflecting the warm 
weather and holiday atmosphere 
which sent hundreds seeking re­ 
fuge in water activities. On the 
non-holiday weekend of June 17- 
19 seven persons drowned. 
Among the drowning victims 
were two small Somerset County 
girls. They were Carole Ann Dill, 
9, of Holsopple, and Kathryn Jane 
Gastly, 12, of Somerset R. 6. 
Police said the girls were wading 
in Laurelhill Creek near Somer­ 
set Sunday when they apparently 
stepped into a hole. Three other 
girls were wading with them.

"I have encountered and sur­ 
vived every kind of hazard and 
opposition,” Kennedy emphasized 
“and I do not intend lo withdraw 
my name now, on the eve of the 
convention.”

a sales lag, and so have some 
machinery 
makers. 
Consumer 
durable sales have lagged, al­ 
though makers of radio and TV 
sets report good business and 
profits. So do the food, textila 
and tobacco industries. 
Banks as a whole are increas­ 
ing their profits this year The 
auto industry, despite some first- 
half profit problems, has high 
hopes for the rest of the year. 
So, to borrow a word from tbs 
stock market observers, earningi 
are mixed. A fourth quarter rally 
is hoped for. And a large numbel 
of corporate heads say they ex­ 
pect final 1960 figures to better 
1959.

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A Bit Of History About 
Early Settlers

T H E G R E A T RU N AW AY 
The Wyoming Massacre was fol­ 
lowed by the “Great Runaway” of 
the settlers on the West Branch 
of the Susquehanna River—when 
they learned of the fate of the 
people of Wyoming 
Fortunately 
for them bad news travels on the 
wings of the wind. Within two days 
following the battle the word of 
the disaster had penetrated the 
entire North Branch Valley and 
as far up the West Branch as Fort 
Antes, now the site of Jersey 


Horn, located further up the West 
Branch. After this began the his 
toric flight of the settlers of the 
West 
Branch—to 
Sunbury 
and 
other places of safety. 
Robert 
Covenhoven 
returned 
to 
Fort 
Muncy—for he too had a family 
to care for and move to a place 
of refuge. 
Crafts Were Crowded 
Robert Covenhoven wrote:—“I 
took my own family safely to Sun 
bury (Fort Augusta), and came 
back in a keel-boat to secure my 
Shore, Lycoming County, Penn- furniture. Just as I rounded a 
Sylvania. 
Colonel Hunter, who as that time 
commanded the garrison at Fort 
Augusta (Sunbury), sent word of 
the battle to Colonel Hepburn at 
Fort Muncy with orders that the 
settlers in that part of the valley 
of the West Branch of the Susque­ 
hanna, lying beyond the Muncy 
Hills, should leave their homes 
and rendezvous immediately at 
Fort Augusta—if they valued their 
lives. Colonel Hepburn had a bit 
of difficulty in finding a messenger 
to carry the word to Colonel Antes 
at Fort Antes. The man who 
volunteered to make that trip took 
his “life in his hands” to say the 
least. Finally, however, 
Robert 
Covenhoven, a daring scout and 
frontier ranger, agreed to under­ 
take Uje dangerous assignment. 
Young Covenhoven insisted on go­ 
ing alone—one person could make 
better time and was less likely 
to be detected by the Tories and 
their Indian allies. 
Warns Of Danger 
On his way Robert Covenhoven 
spent the night at the home of 
Andrew Armstrong, located about 
16 miles west of Fort Muncy. 
He warned Armstrong of the im­ 
pending danger and advised him 
to leave. This Armstrong refused 
to do. A few days later a band 
of Indians attacked his house- 
carrying him and his young son 
into captivity, He was never heard 
of again. 
After Robert Covenhoven left 
the Armstrong house he crossed 
the river, ascended Bald Eagle 
Mountain, and took his way along 
the level plateau on its summit 


point 
above 
Derrstown 
< now 
Lewistown) I met the whole con 
voy from all the forts above. Such 
a sight I never saw in all my life. 
Boats, canoes, hog troughs, rafts, 
hastily made of dried sticks, every 
sort of floating articles had been 
put in requisition and were crowded 
with women, children, and plunder 
There were several hundred peo­ 
ple in all. Whenever an obstruc­ 
tion occurred at any shoal or 
ripple, the women would leap out 
into tile water and put 
their 
shoulders to the boat or raft and 
launch it again into deep water. 
The men of the settlement came 
down in single file, on each side 
of the river to guard the women 
and children. The whole convoy 
arrived safely at Sunbury', leaving

It is a truly remarkable fact 
that but few persons were killed 
by the Indians during this flight.

Flees From Indiant 
After Robert Covenhoven had 
placed his furniture in his keei- 
boat and was on his way down the 
Susquehanna 
River, just

Fort Menninger, located at the 
mouth of White Deer Creek, in 
what Is now Union County, he saw

Aside from her fright 
she was unharmed. When Robert 
Covenhover heard the shot he at 
first believed that he had been 
discovered and was being fired 
upon. He ran for the fort and 
once within the stockade delivered 
his message. From Fort Antes an­ 
other messenger was sent to Fort 
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located on the north side of War- 
rion Run, Northumberland County, 
to go to Northumlierland. About 
two miles from Fort Freeland 
they were fired upon by a hand of 
Indians and ambushed. Mrs. Dur­ 
ham's child was killed in her 
arms, and an Indian rushed out 
of the bushes and scalped the 
mother. Alexander Gully, Peter 
Williams, and Elias Williams, on 
hearing the shots, ran to the scene 
of ambush and were surprised, to 
say the least, to find Mrs. Dur 
ham alive, although in great pain, 
and piteously calling for water 
The men cared for tile wound on 
her head, from which the scalp 
had been torn, to the best of their 
ability. They brought her by canoe 
down the river to Fort Augusta 
(Sunbury) where Colonel William 
Plunkett, who was also a physi­ 
cian, dressed the wound and gave 
what care he could. Dr. Plunkett 
was noted, with good reason, for 
his ability as a physician. Accord­ 
ing to the existing records he 
saved the lives of several persons 
who had been scalped.

AP Writer Finds Much 
Changed In Moscow In 
7 Years; Familiar Sights 


Editor's Note— When William L. 
Ryan visited the Soviet Union sev­ 
en years ago the terror of Lav­ 
renty Beria. Stalin’s chief police­ 
man. still was fresh in mind. Re­ 
visiting Moscow, Ryan found some 
changes — and some things not 
changed at all. This is the last of 
a series of five articles.

“You were here seven years 
ago? Do you notice changes?” 
The young Muscovite waits anx­ 
iously for the reply 
He seems 
fiercely proud of the changes. 
One of the most striking is the 
apparent absence of the old fear.

eigners — feelings that prevailed 
before Stalin died in 1955. 
New Look In Old Moscow 
The relaxed attitude is most 
notable among young people who 
remember little of Stalin. They 
are giving old Moscow a new look. 
Many are far better dressed than 
the Muscovite (rf 1953. They dis­ 
play lively interest in the outside 
world. Many try to copy Western 
customs and manners. 
To the Westerner, this emula­ 
tion of his ways often seems awk­ 
ward and self-conscious. 
Saturday nights c o u p l e s in 
crowded restaurants shuffle labor 
iously about the dance floor to 
old American tunes, as if grimly 
determined to have a good time 
Want Western Magazines 
Laughing,
